Tho oocupaiit of llio voliicio pusliod 
Opoti tiio hack door, liini.'<i ft)rLh n ^or- 
gooiisly oil vtjlopctl fool Hiul Icij, ami in 
a moiut'iU .stood on llu' sidi'walk in nil 
tho wlory of a lono; .siiitrlel robo, frriiuu 
breeches, a goniloia-siiapiul Imt and a 
pigtail of iinu.suul Icngili. Ho was 
tall, for a Chiniiiuan, and rather slim, 
tho Ions; robo scoiniun; to add a foot or 
two to iii.s slatiiro. Two similarly ar- 
rayed Culostials .spranir from tho door- 
way of :he biiililiiio; to niiMjt liini and 
s.aid souiutliiiio; that .souirIciI to Anirlo 
ears liko ".Soon ahoy," ahiioat in uni- 
son. This .sniutaiioii was rcspotitlcHl to 
by "Bale o' h.iy!" and ilio three 
inarched up tlio stops into tho building, 
the last spoakur IcKdini;; tho way. 

"It's some joss business," said tho 
policeman who wa.s called on tou.vplalD 
wliat those manouvors meant. 

But tho oxphinatioii wits not a very 
full one ami tlie reporter's curiosity 
getting the better of him, he clinibcil 
up the outer steps nuti followed tlio 
sciirlet-robcd Mongolians up two or 
tliTOB flijtrhts of dirty stairs tlirougli tlio 
smoke antl steiicli which permciLied 
tho wlioh: interior. Tho trio paused 
bcforu a <::ori^eoiisly decornioii door- 
way loading into a room devoted to tho 
worship of Chinese deities — a largo 
Toom, in which were several Cliiuaiuan, 
fiomo.standiiig and others sitting on 
low benches.

The noi-;e contimied iiniil 
tho scarlet-robed C'mcisiial.s liatl matio 
the circuit of the room and pausetl bo- 
lore' a hujs^o jo.ss, whore they stood sol- 
emtilj' for a moment and iher A^jiros- 
tratod themselves bi'foro it, all"* tlie 
other Chinamen falluig on their knees 
with their heads bent to lliolhior. 'i lion 
the nuisie struck up again ;ind the 
heathen aros(! to tlicir foot and began 
chatterin;^ among llnimselves a.s on or- 
dinary occasions. The roporttjr seized 
this i);iuse in the ceremonies to iiuiuiro 
what was being done and it was e.\- 
phiined by one Cliiiuunen who spoke 
Euglish ipiite plainly tlitit thii idol iiad 
only been sot up in the! room Ibal 
juorning ami llial it was now being 
cousiierated by the jiriesLs. The re- 
porter then slootl back at ii respectful 
distance antl witnessed the enactment 
of a slruDgo scene, simibir to that 
which Woras has rocouily been placing 
on canvas — "Tho Consoirration of a 
tJoss. " 

A Chinese boy with a reii nig-lail now 
bronirbt a lon;;-li!<f;^ed eoek to tlii! tall 
priesk, the one who had laKdy arrived 
and who setMimd lo be iniisler of oere- 
mouios. Tlu) fowl W!is taken by the 
priest, swung around in the jiir throe 
times by tlio leg b(;fore the paper and 
tinsel goti and handed back lo iik; boy. A 
small ehina vessel eonlainiiig uall was 
then brought to the priest, who, stand- 
ing between his two se.arlet-rolMjd at- 
tendaijls, sprinkled a handful of tho 
contents over tho image and then 
placed the dish on the pedestal be- 
tween its foot Rows of pi.ink stick 
and w;ix emdles, .•irranged about the 
itiol, were n<!xt liglited b}' tin? two as- 
Histants, anil the boy brongnt a small 
earthen basin of water, in which the 
priest dipped his linger and then llirteti 
thom in the direction of the joss. The . 
bowing process was then repeated, the 
Tinoarthly music resounding through 
the room so loudly that tho reporter 
wa.s obliged to place his hiinds over his 
ears to kijep out tho din. 

Tlien camo the most intorcsting por- 
tion of the eeremony. Tho boy with 
the red pig-tail brougiit a small pot of 
vertiiiUiba and a brush. One of those 
was handed to the right-hand assistant 
and the other to the left. Both were 
then proseutod to tlie ])ri(!sl, who took 
thom, mumbling some wonls, whioli 
could hai-dly bo heani on account ot 
tho clanging and squeaking of tlio 
musical instruments. The priest dip- 
ped tho brushes in the paint and held 
■ Dbth aloft.' This was a signal for more 
kneeling by those around and redoub- 
led energy on the ])art of tho musi- 
cians. He then tiiudicid tin; brush to 
the staring black eyes of the imago, 
leaving a little nnmd red spot on each. 
This perfected the divinity of tho jos.s. 
Pefhria this lie had been oolv uaste- 



board ami paper; now he was omui))o- 
tenL His eyes could n^ad the future 
and ho was capable of giving gootl for- 
tune to his worshipers anil b;ul luck to 
tlioso who disregarded him antl be- 
lieved not in his powers. Tho iuu ?ic 
ceased, tho qoremonios camo lo a close 
and tlio heathen 'passed oiit of the joss 
liouse, down the stairs, and into the 
street. 

Cutting Women's Nosrs. 



Tho horrible erinio of mutilating wo- 
men by cutting .-ilV their noses is so 
common in 15omhay as lo call for the 
most stringent repression, and noth- 
ing, wo imagine, will reju-i^ss it but the 
(roo use of the lash, in ihe Sessions 
euding yestorday, Mr. Justice Scott 
had to hear throe — wo might say live 
— of these cases, oho after the other. 
He postponeif his senliMiees for a week, 
and we were in liopes tli.''.l he wouiil in 
each case »)rder tlie eriiuinal.^ to bo 
Hoiked within an ace of tlu-ir lives. 

Eventually, however, ho sentencetl 
thom severally to what ho luid ascer- 
tained to bo tho usual punishment, 
three years' rigorous imprisonnient. 
^V'o are iiudined to regret that the 
learned Sessions .hidge, new as he is 
to tho country, liid not throw jiri ce- 
dent over altogether. .Surely these are 
cases in which the lash would be at 
once tho most fitting ]ninislinient and 
tho host dotorrent. 

Estimated by tho misery iiiilicteii, 
even tho most severe ponaltios would 
seem too triviiil, and if the law does 
not permit of Hogging in the cases of 
such cruel mutilation, the law shyuld 
bo altered. The miserahie women who 
are mutilated in this waj' are, of course, 
rendered hideous ever iifierward, and 
because they are women it is simply 
impossible to calculate the misery and 
degradation that thoy will oxperienee 
during tlio rest of their lives. No 
aiiiouut of iiiiprisoniueiii will eradicati! 
a criaio that is still evidenlly a cus- 
tomary form of inanlal ]iiuiishiiienl 
among the lower classiis. Hut a wholn- 
soinn torror of llie o.al.-u'-nitin tails is 
common to the degraded classes all tho 
world over. — Times of India.

It is llirourrh the help of the niiero- 
plioiie that lelepliiniy has become .so 
practical and so extensively adopted. 
The lilako transmitter, the Ader, and 
many others by which music antl 
speeches are now convoyed so many 
miles, are all varieties of the carbon 
mierojihoue. In some churches, niic- 
roplione transinitlors ar(> now ap]ilieii 
to the pulpit, so that the si'rinon can 
bo transniittetl by telephone to invalid 
members who can licit leave home. .'\t 
tho electrical c.xhibition.s of Paris, 
Vienna and tho C'wstul jialace, the 
music of an entire ojiera was trans- 
mitted from the stage bv wire to other 
buildings where great numbers of jujr- 
sous sat and listened lo it. Tlu! trans- 
port of music and other sounds in no 
way directly connected with tho win; 
is freipiently. eU'eetod by what is termed 
induction, or leading in. Over and 
over again persons listening at tele- 
phones for the purpose of hearing what 
a friend is saving have hisaril the 
strains of this music — .asitlo, coniniun- 
icated by intluctiou from some neigh- 
boring lino to theirs. Not long ago 
a telegraph clck in Chictigo was lis- 
tening in a lelopuono onvly one morn- 
ing, and to his surprise heard the croak- 
ing of frogs and tho whistling of births. 
The o.\planatioii of the iilieniirnetujn is, 
tliiit a loose joint in the lelephone wire, 
whore il passed through a wood, acted 
fts a microidione, and iransmilied tho 
woodliiwn chorus to his ears. Messages 
in process of transmission are some- 
times drowned by tho rumbling noise 
of street traffic iiitluetod by tho wire — 
VJiuniOi'rs' Journal. 



Freaks of "\Vat<!ti<!S. 

Watches are queer tliin;j;s, s.iys a 
writer in Llm Jcnu' cr.<' Cirrtilar. They 
possess some unaccounlabhi peculiari- 
ties. For instance, some time about 
the beginning o4 last siimnier, whore 
there had boon a sticccssion of fine di.s- 
plays of tlie aurora borealis, it was es- 
timated that in a single iili^lit in 
the city of New York the main- 
springs of not less than K, ()i'iJ watidies 
broke. Tnis estimate is ba.ied oy actu- 
al intpiiries. Fiiu;, sensitive watches 
are particularly liable to be, alVeeted by 
electrical atmoHpheric disturbances. 
During the month of June, July, and 
August, wluui those plieiioniena are 
most fretjuent, there :ire more main- 
springs broken than during all remain- 
ing months of tho 3'ear. Tluiy break 
in a variety of ways, sometimes snap- 
ping into as many as twenty-seven 
pieces. It is a fact that sitice the in- 
troduction of the electric light has be- 
come BO general a larg<^ number of 
watches, some of lliein very line ones, 
have become niagneli/.ed. While in 
this condilion they an; useless as linu!- 
koepers. This defect used lo be ineur- 
•ablo, and becauso^of it thousands of 
watches have been thrown away after 
much money had been spent on thom 
in vain attempts to p(>rsnade lliein to 
keep good time. Among the nujlhods 
resorted to were washing the parts 
in garlio juice, rednishiiig, and pass- 
ing thom through the lire, lint all 
Iheso devices wore entire failures, or 
only in part efl'ectivo. I know of a 
man who had a fine and valuable 
niovoment which ke])t excidlent lime. 
Ho transfiirroti it from a silver case to 
a socond-hanii eokl oiu;. linmeiliately 
it lost all its charactoreslics of .-jte.aili- 
ness aiidreliability, ami in fad did not 
keep lime at all. . When replaced in 
the silver case it ke]it good time again. 
Tho owner, a jeweler, piizaled himself 
and e.xpcrimenled in vain to discover 
the cause of this str.'ingo parlialiiy on 
tho jiart of his watch for silver. At 
length he sent it to an expert. He dis- 
eovorod iliat tho lifting spring of the 
gold case liad been magnetized. On 
substituting another for it, the watch 
kept as good time in the goKl case as 
in tho silver case.

Liko the other provnicea of Canada, wo 
aro bocuming soniowhut distreaaiiiglj- f:i- 
miliar with tho supremo court of Ciuinda, 
the judicial coiniiiittco of tho privy coun- 
cil in England and "cinistitutional" quua- 
tion in general. The conatitution of the 
province is almost entirely under our own 
regulation, it is the political conatitiition 
of the Dominion and our relations to Can- 
ada that give rise to qucstiona. It is bo- 
couiing clear to everybody in the Domin- 
ion that the Cuniuliau cnnatitatiun is not 
very well luulerstuod, and will require fur 
ita elucidation uiaiiy judicial dociaion.s. 
It will bo built up slowly and gradually in 
tho courao of years or generations, after 
tlio fashion of our ace. At present even 
tho priiiciiile of it ia not universally recog- 
nised. What ia the priuciplo of iti Every 
month constitutional ([uestions crop up. 
The gernia of political convictions which 
hy and by will distinguish parties in the 
tho state, lie in the aoil all around us. At 
present, men are not ranged, except on 
superficial (pioationa — (jueations of the 
time and hour. But they will fall by and 
by into the lino of two threat Canadian 
parties — the one federalist, the other pro- 
vincialist — tho one advocating merely po- 
litical union, tho other legislative union, 
or some kind of centralization, akni there- 
to. The aigna of this aro already seen 
everywhere, and tlio watching of the up- 
growth will lie a lino means of education 
for our young politicians. Take the Brit- 
ish North America Act, for instance, which 
gome call "organic act," and to which 
many appeal in discuaaiou, as if there 
wore nothing behind it. How interestiii;,' 
and imi>ortant is the iiue.stion, whether, 
liko really "organic acta," it is a law made 
by tho sovereign authority of Britain im 
posing a constitution upon tho D(jmiiiioii 
or merely a law rendering obligatory 
certain agreements entered into by the 
provincesi Is it anything more than a 
ratifying act? This is not a very abstract 
question, for one answer to it might com- 
pel the eonoluaioii tiiiit the [irovincua, lu 
entering the union, ceded only part of 
their powers to the Dominion, and esaon- 
tially kept tlie rest under certain niodifi- 
cations of form, l-'iirlhor, that the fed- 
eral government n-ally was tho result of 
tho association of the provinces and thoir 
comiiact, beiiiL' in fact created by tlict pro- 
vinces, and not they by it. Has tho 
Canadian parliament such a 3iiperi(n'- 
ity over the provinces as is assnnied some- 
time? lias it any legislative powers be- 
yond those whish were conferred on it by 
the provinces, and recognized by section 
',11 of tliif iintiah Noi th Ami.-rica -Actl Are 
not the provinces ofjual and quasi-aover- 
oign within their respective spherea'l This 
of course is only one side of the question; 
the opposition, or federal view could be 
easily stated. Wo have said enough, pro- 
bably, to suggest how ditlerontly many 
public qiiestiona that agitate ua, in our 
Duminion relations, would appear, accord- 
ing to the radical ooiiatitutional priiici 
pies which wo had a mind in entering upon 
the consideration of them. A "provin- 
cialiat" would regard more anxiously than 
a "federalist," liquor lironso acta, at- 
tempted territorial eiicrnachineiils iind 
baseless claims to our lu'nporty in the pre- 
cious metals. 

riCTOlUA NOT JEALOUS. 

Tho Nana- mo Ii'ree Press thinks that 
tho people of Victoria must bo "hiting 
their nails in vexation" that tho railway 
has boon begun at Oyster Bay and not at 
Eaquimalt. Our cherished hopes, it is 
said, hftvo been blasted. Full of "worm 
and gallwood," we are said to bo repent 
ing of our fully in re(|uiring a line on tho 
island, particularly as tho beiu;lits of the 
oxpondituro on construction cannot 
"ovado our clutches." This is very 
acidulated writing on tho part of our 
friend at Nanaimu. We aro sure it does 
not express tho opinion of tho people of 
that city. They know that there ia no 
jealousy between the two pkices; each city 
has its own interests and a future career 
that iseasily foreseen and quite assured 
as to both. Victoria and Nanaiino always 
have been good friends, and tho railway, 
when finished, will strengthen the social 
and business inteicourao of their reapec- 
tivo inhabitanta, diispite hysterical scrib- 
blini; audi as the above. In the mean- 
time, wo assure our contemporary that 
people here are easy in their minds on the 
matters of which ho speaks. The railway 
company ia engaged in a business enter- 
urise, and the plan of beginning construc- 
tion is, no doubt, a question of engineer 
ing and commerce. Wo hope Xanaimo 
will benefit largely by the construction 
expenditure. As far as Victoria is con- 
cerned, seeing that most of the men will 
bo engaged hero and paid oft" here, wher- 
ever work may he constructed along the 
line, it ia of small cuiistMjuence to Vic- 
torians what locality is the scene of work. 
The position which X'ictoria occupies, and 
will retain, enables her to rejoice on tho 
praapority of all ami every part of the 
province, and tim growth of Nanaimo is a 
source of especial pleasure and advantage 
to this city. Why the provincial govern- 
nient, as tho Free Press insinuati-s, should 
be annoyed that the works are begun at 
Oyster Bay it is dilhcult to understand. 
The contrary might be supposed to he the 
fact. The works aro begun in the elec- 
toral neigliliiirloiod of the premier, to 
whose ability and tact, well seccjiidod by 
his colleagues, the general railway ad- 
justment and the securing of tho Island 
railway, are largely due. The noceaaary 
government expenditure for maintaining 
law and order and other purposes will 
occur first in lliat neighborhood, and of 
this, Nanaimo, .as well as Cheinainus and 
Oowichan, will have its fair share. A 
Nanaimo man, and one of ita members in 
the house, is the active and worthy 
president of the railway company. Surely, 
the Free .Press has no occasion for its 
sourness. A less bilious tone would bettor 
juit the happier times ahead for all of us.

ISo the ease of "I'iie I'^nipress vs. Murli 
Dass'' has beiui decided in favor of the 
plaiiiliir, .■ind i\ti: defenilaiit has to 
sutler severely as a consetjueuee.

W'e think that few people in A'ictoria 
know of tho o.xibtence and the missionary 
work of the Now England Coiniiaiiy, al- 
thoiigh one of their stations is situated in 
Kuper Island, about four miles from 
Chtiniainua, whore the Rev Robert James 
Roberts, with his amiable and accom- 
plished wife, carry on the work of Chris- 
tianizing and civilizing tho Indians. A 
sketch of tho origin and the recent history 
of tho company by the senior member of 
iho company, Mr. Henry W. Busk, a 
near relative of our townsman, Mr. C. 
Weatly Buak, of Oraham & Busk, has 
just ooiiu) to hand, and the information it 
givt.'S of the work uf tho cumiiauy is very 
interesting. The cumpany was originally 
established by tho Long parliaiiieiit; uf 
England iu 10-19, so that it is 2i>'A years 
old. With the money raisi by general 
subscriptions, estates were bought in 
Suil'olk, in Kent, and alS" .n-operty in the 
city of lioudon, which aiu conveyed to 
a parliamentary cur^ "niiioii, who uaed 
the revenues fur uiissiL, lary puriKJaea; but 
after the restoration in lOljU this corpora- 
tion became extinct, and a now charter of 
jiicorporation was granted in KiUl by 
Charles II. The original aclieiiie was to 
preach and touch the gospel and to in- 
wtruct children "in some trade, niyatery 
ur Lawful eallirj^ . . .S'ew Kiigland; but 
111 ITSli, owing to thu warof independence, 
I he Huhere of oiieratiuns was transferred 
fioni the heathens uf New Ijiigland to 
the heathens of New lirunswick; then 
again in IS'J'J other jnirts of Canada, in- 
cluding British Columbia, were included 
in tho. scheme of civilization. Betweon 
llrantfurd and Lake Krie is the celebrated 
iMohawk churcli, atlacluul tu which are 
t wu .sidioiils, a mechanics' shop, twu rumiKi 
fur teaching girls to spin ami tu weave, 
and two for teaching boya tailoring and 
caria'iiteriiig. Iu this Midiawk church 
are depositei.1 > oi C' iiimunioii plate and 
Piible, presenteil ri i,iu 'v to the Indians 
in the .Muhi.wk valK y > "( iuud l^iueeii 
.\nne,"aiid these have oeeli tliuught uf 
such interest that the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Coiinaiight and Liu'd Diifferin 
unide pilgrimages t > the shrine where 
tliey are liekl. .\t Kuper Island, li.C. 
tin; Kev. Mr. Hiiberis has not t he society 
uf a single while man- - for civilization re- 
mains at I heinaiiiu.t — but he is priest and 
ilucturloa large set tlenn.'lit uf Indians, 
and so he ilispenses drugs and medicines 
aluTig with gospel truths. Both Cuwichuii, 
on our island, and Lytton, on the main- 
land, have at viiriuus times benelited by 
grants from the funds of the cotu|iaiiy 
chielly fur school ijur[n)ses. One uf the 
stations is at Sariiia, Ontario, where it 
Would seem Christianity and oivilizitiun 
havu been much in arrear; but let us hope 
that district may in tho not runiote future 
be a credit to the nfVorts of K.nghind to 
enlighten and eivlli/e it. 

The New KiiLjlanil (.'uinpany has li.-id 
duiiurs uf many si i.ls iiiui many ndigiuns, 
and some of ilieir iiiissiunarics have beeii 
Baptists, some Wesleyan and sunie Lpis- 
cu|ialians. One donor, the lion. Hubert 
liuyle, loft his niiiney for the iidvance- 
nieiit of the Cliriatian religion among 
"iiiliilels" in .Xnierica, under the Ciuwn 
of I'higlaiid, while Dr. Daniel Williams 
left .-1 grant fur the necessities of "Indiiiiis, 
lilacks and Pagans," and yet nothing has 
ever been sent to N'icturia. 

The society is peculiarly unsectarian. 
Ita youngest member ia the celebrated Dr. 
ijarpenter, and near him is Dr. Kae, 
while such woll kiiuwn I nitariiin.i as .Mr. 
P.. N. Pbilip.s, .M I'., and.lai. ll,.ywuu,l, 
h' R. S. , are side by side with the [iresent 
Lord Mayor of London, wlio is a church- 
man and a tory.

It may appear inconsistent to discharge 
tho prisoner, and yet order thu instru- 
ments of gaming to bo destroyed. The 
instruinonls were evidence until the con- 
trary was proved — that tho prisoners 
Wore jihii/inij: the contrary was provetl in 
their case. The iiistniiiieNts are also 
evidence, until the contrary be provetl — 
that the place or room was is.'.l as a com- 
mon gaiuiiig-houso: tho lui. i:,,y has not 
been made to appear. A ^ .ino of cards, 
nut involving money or othor valuable 
s*ake, would bo an innocent amusement 
not cuiilrary to law; but inoni!y as a stake 
I consider a chief inatrunient of gaming. 
The inuuey seized, amounting to^fiiti.GO, 
and specified m the (h^iju.sitiun of .John 
Flewiii, 1 order to be paitl into the 
treasury of the city of Victoria, B. C, 
thus destroying and bringing to nought 
tho title of the furnior owner or owners to 
said sum or siiiiis lif iiiuney, ur to any 
part thereof. Tho (.able, drawer, cards 
aiul chi'ck's, apecilied in duliii Flewin's 
evidence, 1 also ortler to be destroyed.

About two hundred of tho Chinese 
element were taking in tho sight with evi- 
dent relish. Olllcor Ilooaoii happened 
along and procuring an express wsijon 
conveyed the wn-tch tu the cooler. 

It is very noticeable uf late that there 
has been a decideil increase in tho drunk- 
enness aiooiig the Indians, and as thoro is 
a heavy penalty attached to the sale of 
liquor to t lOin we trust that strenuous ef- 
forts will he made by tho authorities to 
bring the besotted white men who for the 
liille gam derivi;d will thus transgress the 
law, ami make the Indian population a 
nuisance and a reproach. To tho police it 
is a dilliciilt matter to apprehend a cul- 
prit, for thu illegal vendors take care to 
seo that none aro near. Besides thu 
white nion there aro Chinese and half- 
breeds who engage in this means of milk- 
ing a dishonest and ea.sy living. The day 
ia soon coming when it w ill be a necessity 
that Iho Indian reservation be inuved 
from oppusitc Victoria to .somn place con- 
siderably further away, and we think that 
that time can come none too soon for the 
good of our fair city. Stimething should 
lie dune iiuw tu clear .bdmsun street of the 
iiiaiiy Iniliaii wuuieii who infest that 
thuruughfare fur purpu^es uf prostitu- 
tion.

LoNDOK. Oct. Ust. — Society circlus 
in London were shocked and horrified 
to-day by the discovery tliat Sir James 
XiUinsden Senton had coiiiiiiittiod sui- 
cide. Sir .James was one of the richest 
baronets of Scotland, about 19 years 
okl, anil inhi.'ritoJ his title and ostutes 
from his father, tho seventh baronoi 
of his line, only four years ago. Dur- 
ing the raost of his life, Sir James was 
a soldier, and when ho retired from 
the army ht: was ca])tain in the 102nd 
Foot. His usual re.sidence was at Pit- 
niedden, in Aberdeenshire, but he had 
lived in London during tlio past few 
weeks. This raorning be was found in 
his bath tub dead and still clutching a 
razor, with which he had euthis throat. 
'I'liere is no leason assignable for the 
suicide, and tho coroner'sjury returned 
a verdict to the etioct that he killed 
liiniself while insane, 

EUROPEAN SlIII'-CANAL. 

A very ambitious project for theiin- 
jirovemont of tho waterways of I'lurope 
is under cousiidcration at Vienna and 
15er!in. The proposal is to connect tlie 
Black Sea with the Baltic by means of 
a canal, extending from the Danube to 
the Oder river. The proposed line of 
the canal is from a point on the Dan- 
ube rives,, near Vicuna, through i\lora- 
via, and Austrian ami Prussian Silx^ia, 
to a point oa the ( )der, not far from 
Brcslau, which is now tlu^ head of tlie 
navigation of that river. The distance 
in a straight lino is about 200 miles, 
but tho length of the canal would be 
largely increasoil by the natural diffii- 
culties of tho country and by the neces- 
sity of making wid(! d(;tours to Hn<l 
practical passes through the Sedutio 
mountains. 'I'lio estiuiatt.'d cost is 70,- 
000,000 tlorins or about 100,000 per 
mile of completed canal. The canal 
would afford a water highway directly 
across the center of Europe, thus cheap- 
ening transportation l;etween tho Mari- 
time cities of Germany and Austria. 
It would also, accoriling to the state- 
ments of its jiromoters, traverse many 
districts which are rich in mineral de- 
])osits and make their developement 
easy and ))roti table. 

A CASK OR IIOYCOTTINO. 

A curious illustration of the power 

of iioycottiiig ill tin; hiinds uf luveugful 
Irish peasi'uits has just been furnished. 
In couuty Kilkenny for the past si.x 
yesrs an agricultural fair has annually 
heen held at Besaborough, near Pili- 
town, under tho patronage of the gen- 
try and nobility of tho neigliborhooti, 
of whom Lord llessborough is the head. 
He is a somewhac active politician, is 
deputy-lieutenant of King's county, 
and stands high in favour of the Dub- 
lin Castle authorities. His recent ac- 
tions, however, have embittered the 
peasantry of his own neighboring 
estates, and they determined to boycott 
the fair, as a nieasun^ of revenge. They 
posted notices throughout the district, 
menacing all who contributetl to or at- 
tended the exhibition, and as fast as 
the notices wore torn down they were 
mysteriously replaced by others still 
more threatening. Lord l^essborougli 
pooh-poohed l\w. notircs, but the fair 
Jias proved a dismal failure. The ten 
ants were frightened into non-attend- 
ance, and but few of the gentry made 
any entries, so that the old establi.slKid 
institution has this year degenerateil 
into an exhibition without exhibits and 
without spectatora 

Sl'OUTINCi AllIHTOnilAT.S. 
After a [)ri/.e-(iight near here yosteri- 
day was broken uj) by the polici; mos 
of the aristocrats present escaped 
from the police incarriagos or on horse- 
back. Some, liowever, were less lucky, 
and one party of five was neatly cap- 
tured. Tliey were leading spirits in ar- 
ranging the light and iiad taken precau- 
tions to hoodwink the police incase of 
a raid. Thev had eng.igcil a largi; furni- 
ture van, and when the constables ap- 
peared upon the scene the iive noble 
abettors of tlie manly art climbed into 
the van, bolted the doors on the inside 
and told the driver to drive with all 
possible speed to London. Tli.e van start - 
ed oil all right, but the i\\traudiiiary 
rate at which it went attracted the po 
tice of the police and a mounted squ.ad 
was sent in pursuit. The con8tabli;s 
overtook the van, and a short conversa- 
tion with the driver convinced him he 
hail better direct his course to the po 
lice station. The live gentlemen inside 
heard nothing of this conversation and 
knew nothing of the change of destina- 
tion v/hich had been arrangeil. They 
laughed and chatted boisterously, and 
when the van stopped they unbolted 
the door, clambered down the back 
steps and found themselves in the grasp 
of stalwart policemen. 

A nation's CUATI'l'l.'Dl-;, 

Uo.ME Oct. 1. — The lieroism of King 
Humbert in going through the cholera 
infested alums of Naples, to devise and 
execute means to stay the pestilenci!, 
has won encomiums from many sources. 
The latest proposal for a national ex- 
])rossioii of gratituiie is that the whole 
Italian army shall subscribe foi-a sword 
of honour to be jjresented to tho king 
in commemoration of his victory over 
an invisible but terrible foe.

Arrived in Astoria, hcreviviMl snilici 
ently to give our corresiiondiMii a 
statement.

Bay View cannery. He left Skomu- 
kawa for Bay View in a skill' last 
evening at 8 o'clock.
